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Cortina Named Ail- 
American as Bucs 
Finish 11th

The date of June 7, 1996, will 
definitely be remembered as a mile- 
stone in Shelton State Community 
College athletics. Not only did the 
men's golf team cap off a spectacular 
season by finishing 11th in the na- 
tional tournament held in Phoenix, 
Arizona, but Alfredo Cortina became 
the first male athlete at Shelton to 
earn All-American honors. 

Cortina, whose home is al- 
most 6,000 miles away in Valencia, 
Spain, put together rounds of 74-76- 
77-74, for a total of 301 (13 over par) 
to finish in a tie for 14th place in the 
field of 120 golfers. 

"It feels great to make All- 
American." said Cortina, "but I know 
that I still have a long way to go. I 
can look back on the third round and 
think of four putts that I should have 
made, and two of them were for 
birdie." 

Cortina played number one 
seed as a freshman for the 
Buccaneers, as Coach Jim Collins' 
team shot a four day total of 1235 in 



the 110 degree plus heat. 

"I'm proud of these kids." 
said Collins. 

"We could have played bet- 
ter, but for our first time at nationals. 
I think 11th in the country is pretty 
good." 

The 1995-96 Buccaneers golf 
team, which became the first men's 
sports program to qualify for a 
national tournament, had the most 
successful season in school history, 
winning five tournaments. Collins 
feels like playing in this area, the 
toughest in the nation, helps his team 
be prepared. 

The NJCAA Region VI sends 
four teams to the national tournament 
and all four teams finished in the top 
1 1 . Central Alabama Community 
College, coached by Maxie Boles, 
won the national championship, while 
Wallace State College of Hanceville 
finished second. Wallace College of 
Dothan finished fourth. Of the eight- 
een individual golfers that earned All- 
American honors, 1 1 came from 
Region VI teams, including the indi- 
vidual national champion Shaun 
Webster from Central Alabama 
Community College, who blitzed the 
McCormick Ranch Golf Club for a 
four day total of 282 (six under par).

During graduation services 
this year, Shelton State Community 
College graduates were challenged to 
commit themselves to serve mankind 
and make society better for the next 
generation. 

"You must give until you 
can't give anymore," state Sen. 
Charles Steele, D-Tuscaloosa, told 
the graduates and their families who 
filled the Bama Theatre. 

"Wishing without sacrifice 
won't work," Steele said. "You have 
a mandate, you must take on the 
challenge that's before you within this 
community and worldwide." 

Steele, elected to the 
Alabama Senate in 1994 after two 
terms on the Tuscaloosa City Council 
as one of the first two African- 
Americans elected to the position, 
said he loves his work of serving his 
constituents. 

"Choose work that you love 
and you'll never have to work a day 
in your life," Steele said. "I love it! I 
love it! I love it," he concluded, to a 
loud round of applause. 

Tuscaloosa County Commis- 
sioner Joe Mallisham, a long-time 
civic and political leader in the com- 
munity and the first African-American 
elected to the County Commission, 
was awarded an honorary associate 
degree of humane letters by Shelton 
State President Tom Umphrey. 

Mallisham said he took the 
honorary degree seriously, and he 
urged the graduates to take their de- 
grees seriously and work to improve 
their own lives and the lives of those 
around them. 

"What you do today will de- 
termine what kind of person you are 
tomorrow." Mallisham said, (cont'd) 



There were more than 550 
students in Shelton's 1996 graduating 
class. 

Steele is a national board 
member and local president of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. He also is a member of 
the Shelton State Foundation Board 
of Directors. 

While a member of the 
Tuscaloosa City Council, Steele or- 
ganized the Unity Day Scholarship 
Fund, the Tuscaloosa Police Athletic 
League and was instrumental in get- 
ting the city to buy land that is now 
Palmore Park in West Tuscaloosa. 

Steele also played a key role 
in convincing city officials to buy a 
section of run-down housing that was 
known as Barr"s Quarters and replace 
it with modern public housing. 

Mallisham was one of the 
first lay people in Tuscaloosa to join 
the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. He bought the service 
station he still operates in 1966 while 
staying active in the civil rights 
movement. 

Mallisham was the first presi- 
dent of the Tuscaloosa Opportunity 
Program in 1968. From 1974-77 he 
served on the advisory committee to 
then University of Alabama President 
David Matthews. That same year, 
federal Judge Frank Johnson ap- 
pointed Mallisham to the Human 
Rights Committee for Bryce 
Hospital. 

He was a member of the 
board of the Tuscaloosa County 
Parking and Transit Authority and is 
past chairman of the Tuscaloosa 
County Chapter of the Alabama 
Democratic Conference.
